The Yugoslav People's Militia ia the exeeutive organ of the aduinistrative 
authorities, The People's Militia of the Federal People's Republic of Tugoslavia 
de subdivided into Regional, District, and Community uzite. The present head 
of the People's Hilitia is Colonel Nikola Bozanich whose headquarters ia in 
Belgrade. 


2, Militia units are patterned after infantry equads, companies, and battalions which 
are assigned reapectively to villages, diabricts, and reglone. 


3. The militia ia arwed with light infantry esapons ef German and Italian origin and 
fifty rounde of ammunition per gun. tech squad has tuo automatic rifles. There 
are no heayy weapous, A mounted wilitia ia planed for the larger cities with 
unite ae large as cavalry troops. Clothing and equipment are not yet standardised. 
Village militia are in civilian clothes and district and regional troops wear, 
miscellaneous wuviforms. The Belgrade unit was recently iasued new unifome, 
iu time all the militia will be uniformed. Shoes are bedly needed. Village 
militia wear “Opanke"® (Serb peasant type shoe) and have been seen barefooted in 
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&. There is a silitia training school in Belgrade which trains troops for the district ; 
and regional unita. In the villages the militia is commanded by former partisan 
fighters.

6, The regime is placing very little confidence in the village militia, since there 
are very few people in the smaller communities who are regarded as reliable. They 
have, therefore, received no automatic weapons and ammunition ie distributed 
in minimal quantities. . 
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
